DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15, 17, 18, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 31, 34 and 35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
argues that (in After Final Arguments filed 1 1/13/09) the applicant argues that Eldering 
teaches a "context diagram" and not the hierarchical data structure claimed. The 
examiner agrees that figure 1 of Eldering does not show the same structure found in 
figure 1 of the applicant's drawings. While Eldering does teach a viewing history 
recording system, it does not teach the specific structure of the history data that is found 
in the claimed invention. A thorough search has been conducted by the examiner over 
the prosecution history of this case and the closest art has been cited. As the art has 
been shown to be distinct from the claimed invention, the claims are deemed as being 
allowable over the previously cited prior art. 

The amendment filed 11/13/09 will be entered as the amendments have fixed the 
issues objected to in the last office action and not used to create new issues or add new 
limitations, therefore the previous objections are withdrawn.
